THE FLOOD 

Is Reached at Cincinnati And 
Louisville.— Other Cities 
In Danger. 



THE DEAD FINANCIER 



FALL WILL BE VERY SLOW. 



Lower Ohio Valley And Miss- 
issippi Valley Now The 
Danger Zone. 



Louisville, Ky., April 2. -As the 
water recedes from the uoper Uhio 
and the cities of that section are re- 
lieved, the Southern and Western 
river cummuniti. s are facing a des- 
perate situation. The levee at Snaw- 
neetown. III., was cut below the 
town Tuesday afternoon to save 
greater damage if it broke. The 
drainage district levee at Caro.broke 
during the afternoon and all of the 
workmen were ergaged on the main 
levee of the town to prevent its go- 
ing out. At Hickman the water 
stood eighteen inches above the top 
of the levee, held in only by a thin 
board and sand wall. 

The following special bulletin was 
issued from the Weather Bureau at 
9 o'clock last night: 

"The river is falling as far down 
as Mayswille at the rate of one-half 
of one-tenth of a foot an hour. It 
has been stationary at Cincinnati all 
daj— reaching a stage creat of 69.8 
feet. It was reported stationary al- 
so at Madison. The crest will be 
reached at Louisville by morning, 
will remain nearly stationary for 
about twenty-four hours and then 
hegin to fall slowly. The decline 
will be very slow during the next 
three or four days.

Something of J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, The New York Money 
King. 

John Pierp >nt Morgan started his 
biainess caret r half a century sgn 
oi the board of directors of a large 
mvi ime insurance company. He 
s*> u red the position through the in- 
fluence of his wealthy father. For a 
year ycung Monran attended tiie di- 
rectors' meetings, but never opened 
hii mouth except to vote. 

The president of the company told 
tie elder Morgan that nothing could 
be done with his son, who seemed to 
take little interest in business. John 
Pierpont, however, n 1 the time was 
laying his plans for his first railroad 
consolidation, which when accom- 
p ished, established his standing in 
Wall street as the only man wh> 
ever got the better of Jay Gould. 

The president of the insuranc 
company had mistaken taciturnity 
for indolence. Tne sobriquet of 
"Sphinx of Wall Street" iater was 
applied to the man who at first wa> 
believed to have been without busi- 
ness acumen, but in time beet ma the 
supreme head of the finances of the 
American continent. 

Morgan's contnl ever men and 
m >ney was the dominate keynote of 
h I life. 

Others, perhaps, were wealthier 
than Morgan, but he commanded his 
wealth and that of others. 

At the height of his power he h 
s<iid to have controlled $9,000,000.- 
000. 

In addition to finance, art, litera- 
ture, philanthropy and sport al came 
under his influence. His prestige 
was not conStied to his own country 
—kings and emperors and even the 
Pope were wont to call him ints con 
sulfation. 

Mr. Morgan came from an old 
Puritan Ntw England family which 
dates back in this country te 1636 
He was born in wealth. His father. 
Junius Spencer Morgan, left him 
$10,000.«00. and also young Morgan 
inherited important banking con- 
nections. J. S. Morgan had accum- 
ulated his fortune in the dry goods 
business with Levi P. Morton and 
later as an associate of George Pea- 
body, merchant, banker and philan- 
thropist. 

J. Pierpont Morgan was born April 
17, 18S3. in a modest, red brick cot- 
tage in Hartford. Cmn. Asayoung- 
ster his tendency to write poetry 
gave hi«n the nickname of "Pip " 
When he was 14 Morgan was sent to 
Boston to the English High School. 
He showed a particular bent for 
mathematics, but had no gifts indi- 
cative of unusual mental power. 

Despite a life of strenuous endeav- 
or Mr. Margan found time for other 
things. He gave away millions in 
charity, bat nothing perturbed him 
more than to have it mentioned to 
him. He was a devout Christian and 
vestryman of St. George's Episcopal 
chureh. where he could be seen every 
Sunday morning when at home pass- 
ing the silver salver for the collection. 

It is impossible to estimate with 
any degree of accuracy the size of 
the Morgan fortune. It has been 
variously estimated in recent years 
at from 175,000.000 io $200,008,000. 
If it is anywhere near the latter 
figure, it is equally true that Mr. 
Morgan made as much for others. 

In 1861 Mr. Morgan married Miss 
Amelia Sturges. who died the follow- 
ing year. In 1866 he married Frances 
Louise Tracey, by whom he had one 
Ron and three daughters. The son, 
J. P. Morgan, Jr., is now a man of 
middle age, and a number of yearn 
has been the active head of the Mor- 
gan banking house in New York.

but they ataould make It plural. In- 
Rttad of alngular, and have pots. The 
grnasea from varloua kinds of meats 

are the moat valuable by-producla 
from the kitchen, if iaolated from 
each other. Dumped carelessly Into 

u common pot, they are fit only tor 
the oM-fafthioned aoap pot. Divided 
und aubdlvlcied they will not only en- 
hance the flavor of th<> kitchen prod' 
ucta, but they will largely contribute 
to the saving of money. 

Every bne knows that pork grease 
ia a fine thing in which to fry aweet 
potatoea, and that it gives them a bet- 
ter flavor than lard or butter, but 
doea every one know that ham grease 
is the beat of all" Or. that beef drip 
plnga make fried potatoes a joy? Or, 
that lamb fat la the finest thing in 
which to warm over lima beana? 

What 1b needed in the kitchen ia 
not a grease pot, but a number of 
them. The drippiuga from beefsteak 
should go into one; that la, the fat 
which ia nlwaya cut off from beef- 
steak, and which the housewife should 
ask the butcher to give her; it has a 
flavor which no other part of the 
beef fat baa, and to thla should be 
added the scrapllngs of the beefsteak 
platter, too often, alas! consigned u> 
the garbage pall. Tbe aklmmings 
from beef atcwa, and from beef roaBts 
should be put into this pot. and the 
whole reserved for the frying of white 
potatoea. and for the flavoring of the 
lard In which "French fried" potatoes 
are cooked. 

Lard la a perfectly wholesome ele- 
ment in which to cook food, provided 
that some savory flavor be added to 
it. The grease from sausage and pork 
chops, kept in a aeparate pot, can be 
added to it, in case one wlabea to 
fry -aweet potatoea or parsnips, which 
are dellclouB, with this flavor perme 
ating them. 

Lamb stews, the Juice from lamb 
chops and veal cutlets tscraped from 
the platter) should be kept In one pot. 
Thla ia nice to add to lima bean soup 
or to common bean soup, and also 
give an unusual flavor to egg omelets 
and to French toaat," which la fried 
In grease, after having been dipped 
In batter. 

The grease from chicken, duck and 
gooae well deservea a pot all by Itself, 
for It la the aristocrat of tbe grease 
family and Hb uses sbould be con 
fined to the more delicate dishes.

an entree. 



Spanish Soup. 

Wash, pare and cut into email pieces 
four medium sized potatoes, two on- 
ions and a stalk of celery. Cook in 
one quart of boiling water until soft, 
drain and turn through a puree strain 
er. Return to the Are and add one 
pint of milk, one teaspoonful of salt, a 
dash of white and a speck of red pep- 
per. Mix two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter with four tablespoonfuls of flour 
and add to soup. Cook ten minutes, 
if desired, the beaten yolkB of one 
or two eggs, diluted with a little of the 
soup, may be added a few minutes be- 
fore serving. Add pieces of pimen- 
to cut In fancy shapes and 
hot — Good HouBekeeping. 



Beef Loaf. 

Three pounds lean beef, one-quar- 
ter pound salt pork (chopped together 
at the market), three eggs well beat- 
en, one cup cracker crumbs relied tint.', 
one teaspoon black pepper, two table- 
spoons ealt.

Put in a small 
baking pan with a little water and 
bake slawly for Hi or two hours. Add 
water if needed to the baking pan.

SIBERIAN BANISHMENT. 

A bill being prepared by the Rus- 
sian minister of justice, according tc 
press dispatches, will abolish penal 
servitude in Siberia and will substi- 
tute the same punishment in tht 
penitentiaries of European Russia 
without compulsory settlement oi 
the convicts after serving their sen- 
tences, which is to be superseded by 
police supervision.
